Alaska as / saw it

Editor's Note: 

A few years ago, few people, with 
the exception of the wealthy, rarely 
ventured farther than a hundred miles 
or so from their own back door. To- 
day everyone unto himself is a travel- 
ler — if only through reading. 

We are pleased to present in our 
series of Travel stories, Mrs. Ruth Hurd 
Minor, Roselle, N. J. school teacher 
and her impressions of Alaska, the 
recently added 49th State, which she 
visited in her recent vacation trip.

Take a land area twice the size of 
Texas, add vast mountain ranges, 
glistening snow covered peaks, in- 
clude fertile agricultural land and 
plush-green dense forests, fill the wa- 
terways with fish, the woods with 
wild life, deposit in the earth minerals 
of incalculable value, stir with a pro- 
gressive, enterprising population—and 
this is Alaska today. 

ALASKA AT LAST! ! 

Was the greeting sent friends and 
relatives from Alaska's "First City"— 
Ketchikan, thriving salmon capital of 
the world and seat of Alaska's pulp 
mill, as | completed nearly 9,000 miles 
of my more than 14,000 mile journey 
across the United States and into 
Alaska. 

Travelling Companions 

My journey started June 20th when 
my son Elza, Jr., and brother Calvin 
Hurd, Esq., accompanied me to the air- 
port to board a plane for Sioux Falls, 
So. Dakota, where | was met by Hope 
Sabin Bagger of Brooklyn, author, 
traveller and former teacher, and Eliz- 
abeth Babson of Massachusetts, inter- 
national librarian and traveller; Eliz- 
abeth going as far as San Francisco 
and Hope continuing with me into 
Alaska. 

Mode of Transportation 

Before reaching Vancouver, British 
Columbia, we had trekked 7,700 miles 
via walking, car, rail, horseback, 
mule team, plane, canoe, yacht. Ai 
Vancouver we took the "Inside Pas- 
sage" on the "Glacier Queen" boat to 
Alaska. Nothing matched the cruise 
aboard ship, which afforded the lux- 
ury of big city living, without having 
to wander too far for dancing, films, 
wonderful cuisine, interesting and en- 
lightening conversations, solitude and 
everything that sparks good living. 

Arrival and View of the City 

Ketchikan fixed in a magnificent 
sttting on the southwest shore of Revil- 
legegedo, rests on a two-to-three mile 
deep shelf along the edge of moun- 
tains that seem to sheer precipitously 
into the channel. It overlooks Tongass 
Narrows on the fabulous "Inside Pas- 
sage" and nestles against rocky ever- 
green hillsides in a most picturesque 
setting. Across the Narrows, Pennock 
and Gravina Islands offer a panoramic 
view to the houses built along the 
mountainsides. 

Industries Bring Riches 

The city with a permanent popula- 
tion of 7500, rates it as one of Alas- 
ka's most promising; it also has the 
distinction of being the seat of the 
pulp industry, having a 56 million dol- 
lar pulp mill, producing newsprint. 

We visited one of the canning fac- 
tories and watched the salmon from 
the time it left the boats until canned 
and labelled. We questioned how the 
fishermen are paid for their catch. 


One fisherman said, “I remember 
when five of us came in with our five 
weeks' catch, 50,000 fish and were 
paid one dollar a fish—a total of $50,- 
000. Not bad for five weeks’ work, 
eh?" Need І tell our response? Our 
guide told of his 16 year-old son at 
sea 10 days, receiving $500. for his 
catch.

"There's Gold In Them Hills" 

Another. incident when discussing 
other opportunities with Captain Jim. 
He related that with two other men, 
he likes to prospect in the "hills." 
While looking for uranium, they found 
only low grade ore. However, соп- 
tinuing the search with their modern 


equipment including a small plane 
which lands on. glaciers as well as 
land and water—and on occasion has 
landed in mud—they found what they 
considered copper. The assayer as- 
sured them it was iron, which meant 
they must seek a company interested 
in developing their claim. 

Two American companies turned 
them down, but a Japanese company 
became interested and offered a three 
year option. In Jim's own words— 
“They promised us $5,000. in 1957, 
$10,000. in 1958 and $15,000. in 
1959, and if the claim proved good, 
they would give us 50¢ a raw ten. 
Last week we received a letter from 
the company, and so far they had dis- 
covered approximately 34,000,000 
raw tons of iron.” 

Believe me, Jim is a very modest 
millionaire; all he wants is to continue 
prospecting. 

Sportsmen’s Paradise in Thriving City 

The thriving city of Ketchikan boasts 
a daily newspaper, a monthly maga- 
zine, a television and two radio sta- 
tions; a super highway developed 
north of town in the Clover Pass which 
has opened up the northern reaches 
for development. We also found more 
people own boats than ca:s. 

The town is a mecca for tourists and 
sportsmen. Curios of every descrip- 
tion abound. Totem poles in City Park 
and in Saxman Indian Village (minia- 
tures offered for sale) are world fa- 
mous, and the salmon fighting their 
way up the falls of Ketchikan creek 
in the heart of the City in August and 
September—an unforgettable sight. 


WE INTERVIEW IRIS KING 
LADY MAYOR, JAMAICA, B. W. I.

"Yes, Kingston does have a popula- 
tion of 350,000 people," she repeated 
as she noticed the look of incredulity 
that spread-eagled my battered 
countenance. "Also," she continued, 
“It has an area of 191 square miles.” 

Even more astonishing than these 
statistics is the fact that the Mayor of 
Kingston, capital of British West Indies, 
is а woman.

She is Mrs. Iris King, pictured with 
Mrs. Mary Springer, with whom she 
relaxed and renewed old friendships 
in Newark, recently. 

Comely, alert, Mrs. King is symbolic 
of the dynamic leadership so neces- 
sary to the progress of the newly 
formed West Indies Federation in. its 
struggle for a dominion status similar 
to that of Canada. 

She is confident that her people will 
measure up in the difficult and com- 
plex task of self-rule. She said, “Give 
Us opportunity to learn and to par- 
ticipate in industry, commerce, finance 
and government, is all we ask. We 
will supply the effort.” 

No starry-eyed dreamer is she, as 
she discusses the economy of Jamai- 


ca. “We have bauxite ore, Reynolds - 


Aluminum Company has a plant here. 
Mining of ore for aluminum should be 
developed into our principal heavy ex- 
port industry. We feel that here too is 
an ideal place for a diversity of small- 
er industries; the manufacturing of 
clothing, household appliances, etc. 
Also we would like to have some auto- 
mobile plants. Our population figures 
indicate a vast potential buying pow- 
er. Of course, our chief agriculture ex- 
ports are sugar cane, rum and ba- 
nanas. We also have cattle ranches, 
and we welcome more. 

“Our climate and natural scenic 
beauty make the island ideal for tour- 
ists. Presently this is one of our chief 
sources of income. However, we are 
aware of the vast economic expan- 
sion necessary for a stable year-round 
economy, and certainly we realize 
our need for capital investments and 
assistance from the United States and 
other major countries. We are not 
nationalistic ostriches, we need the 
rest of the world and we want to be 
participating members of a great free 
world.”

Mrs. King is the mother of three 
boys and one girl; her husband, Se- 
ward Н. A. King, is a ship's pilot. Al- 
though approaching middle age, her 
vibrant personality and clear think- 
ing animation, stamp her as "young," 
very young indeed. 

"About the peoples of the West In- 
dies, contrary to travel posters, we 
have a mixture of races—the English,

Indians (Far East), Chinese and Jewish 
peoples. —Educátion, rather than 
wealth, is the predominant yard stick. 
We have been told that our elemen- 
tary education which is free, is equiva- 
lent to a high school education in the 
States, Schools above elementary 
level require tuition. We are very 
proud of our University which is ra- 
pidly expanding.” 

Speaking of anglo-phobia, she 
said, “Baffling to me are the customs 
in some parts of the United States. 
Take Louisville, for instance, where | 
was refused service in an ordinary 
drug store luncheonette. However, 
we have teo much to do fo be bitter, 
but we think the present U. S. immi- 
gration laws which limit only 100 West 
Indians entrance into the U. S. per 
year, harsh and unrealistic racism. 
We feel though that a better under- 
standing of our peoples, our objec- 
tives, will bring about a favorable 
change in attitudes.” : 

Our impression of Mrs. King is, she 
is truly a woman of action. The in- 
fusion of her vision and courage into 
the veins of her brothers and sisters 
in the United States would certainly 
help to stimulate some of our more 
lethargic citizenry to constructive 
thinking and action.
